RHPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


OF THE 


ON VAIN ER SPR TN Gere Paley 


Another year has passed and it again becomes our duty to 
make such suggestions relative to our schools as we may think 
useful. The general appearance for the past year has been 
for the better; we have not been called upon to decide any 
knotty points nor to reconcile matters of controversy in 
any school. And from only one or two districts has our at- 
tention been called to any misdemeanor, which is certainly 
very gratifying to us all. Prudential committees have exercised 
more than ordinary care in the selection of teachers, which is 
one of the great essentials of good schools. In selecting our 
teachers we should be sure and consult with those who are ac™ 
quainted with the applicant, if we do not know them personally, 
and inquire into their character, ability to teach, and former suc- 
cess. This has been done in most cases during the past year, 
and we have reaped the benefits thereof. No change has been 
made in school books, but many ancient ones left at home and 
our scholars are being better classified. 

A new form of register was furnished us for the past year, 
which requires much skill to properly fill out as required by 
law. Yet it is nothing more nor less than what we need from 
which to make our state report, which should be correct. And 
we should insist that each teacher should entirely fill the same in 
every respect before receiving their pay, as by law required. At 
the close of the winter term of school in Centre district, No. 
1, the teacher and others held a lyceum or meeting at the town 
hall. The programme, which consisted of declamations, recita- 
tions, singing, reading of paper by Misses Adams and Nichols, 
and discussing a question in regard to school government, was 
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participated in by scholars of this and other districts, and other 
teachers, parents and citizens. We think meetings of this kind 
during our fall and winter terms of school would be of great 
advantage to teachers, scholars and citizens. We hope we may 
have a series of them to discuss school questions during the 
next year. The following special report of each school gives 
you our ideas of the schools as they appeared upon personal ex- 
amination. 
CENTRE DISTRICT, No. 1. 

Summer term 11 weeks; 18 scholars; taught by Miss Clara 
A. Purmort of Enfield. This school was indeed No. 1. in all 
respects. Miss Purmort having had considerable experience in 
teaching, and being a graduate of our State Normal School, in- 
structed her pupils with a. clear understanding of their several 
wants. Reading, writing, and map-drawing, appeared to have 
been well studied and understood. Grammar, geography and 
arithmetic classes very thorough, especially the primary or men- 
tal arithmetic class, which was instructed in written arithmetic, 
working upon blackboard with perfect ease and explaining ac- 
curately. Roll of Honor: Mary H. Collins, Mary E. Heath, 
Lucinda F. Heath, Alice E. Sanborn, Fred J. Collins, Clarence 
D. Collins, David H. Goodhue. 

Winter term 13 1-2 weeks; 33 scholars; by Alvin B. Cross of 
Wilmot. This was his first work as a common school teacher ; 
he having been educated at Larry’s ‘‘School of Practice,” made 
his teaching of a practical kind, applying the principles of the 
several studies to business. During the first part of the term 
there were many small scholars who found it hard work to be 
quiet. At my second visit I found less confusion; at the close 
there were but few present, for various reasons, and they having 
attended regularly passed a good examination, having made 
good progress. Rollof Honor: Mary H. Collins. 

KEMPTON DISTRICT, No. 2. 

Summer term, 7 weeks; 17 scholars; winter term, 10 weeks; 
15 scholars ; each term taught by Miss Lucy A. Hoyt of Orange. 
This teacher gave universal satisfaction during the summer 
term, and the public examination at the close was very good. 
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Some outside dissatisfaction arose during the winter term which 
detracted from the pleasantness of the school.. Yet at the ex- 
amination we found the reading much improved, also the arith- 
metic, grammar and geography classes. The higher classes not 
so thorough, having attended irregularly on account of sickness. 
Roll of Honor: summer term, Carrie V. Dow. 


SMITH DISTRICT No. 3. 

Ten weeks ; 12 scholars ; only one term, taught by Mr. Anthony 
C. Jewett, a young man of good qualifications for teaching. 
At our first visit the school appeared very nicely; order, per- 
fect; good instruction given in each study. At the close the 
scholars, part of them, appeared to be uneasy and inclined to 
whisper, much to their own and each other’s injury. The sev- 
eral classes recited well, especially the class in grammar. 
Several more of these pupils should study grammar during the 
next term, and make reading, spelling and speaking more of a 
speciality. Roll of Honor: Oren T. Colby. 


WASHBURN DISTRICT, No. 5. 

Summer term, 8 weeks; 16 scholars; winter term, 8 weeks; 
15 scholars. Taught by Mrs. H. C. Clough of Grantham, a 
lady of mature years and much experience in teaching, also in 
superintending the schools of her town in previous years. Con- 
sequently with regular attendance, as was the case in this dis- 
trict, we could not fail to have profitable terms of school.

Miss Clough has the honor of always having her 
schools a decided success. The scholars here were mostly very 
young, but the examination was very interesting and satisfac- 
tory. ‘Think no one could find fault with this school or No. 5.

This teacher has had considerable ex- 
perience in teaching, and at the close of the summer term we 
found the general appearance of the school very much improved, 
especially the reading classes. Winter term showed a good 
beginning, the scholars being taught to be self-dependent in 
thought and expression. On account of teacher being sick the 
school closed sooner than we expected, and we did not visit it 
but once the last term. 

Roll of Honor, summer: term Nettie Fowler, Viola, Walter, 
Bertrand and Earnest Morrill, Willie Fowler. Winter term: 
Lizzie Stevens, Nettie Fowler, Walter, Herbert, Alfred and 
Charles Morrill. 

MESSER DISTRICT, No. 9. 

Summer term, 7 weeks; 19 scholars. Miss Lucie A. Young 
of Sunapee, teacher. Being her first school she made a wise 
choice in governing by love and kindness. The closing examina- 
tion in presence of several of the district was very satisfactory. 
each class doing well, especially the grammar. 

Roll of Honor, Ulyses 8. George. 

Winter term, 8 weeks; 17 scholars. Myra A. Towne of 
Boscawen, teacher, who succeeded, not only in keeping up this 
school to where it closed, but improving in nearly all respects. 
The public examination was full as satisfactory as that of the 
summer term.

STOCKER DISTRICT, No. 10.

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There was a larger proportion of advanced scholars here than in 
any other district in town during past year, only a little more 
than half of whole number of pupils present at close of winter 
term, from various causes.

Winter term, 8 1-5 weeks; 20 scholars; George F. Petten- 
gill of Enfield Centre, teacher.

we expect a profitable school. The examination was fully equal 
to that of the summer term. A new feature at examination 
was reading of the scripture and naming the books of the Bible. 
This school has shown more improvement for the year than any 
other school in town.
